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Training 
Pays Off 


PETE FRANKLIN, KC6YYB, has been a 
ham for less than a year, but he has 
been actively participating in RACE- 
S/ARES training. On Friday, May 1, 
that training paid off for not only 
Franklin, but for a hapless asphalt 
truck driver. 


Franklin was eastbound on Inter- 
state 80 near Davis when a tractor 
and two trailers loaded with nearly 
7,000 gallons of molten asphalt left 
the road and turned over. Franklin 
was within a quarter-mile of the 
accident. 


"T had been channel hopping," Pete 
admitted, "and happened to be on the 
147.195 repeater when the accident 
happened." Franklin noted the plac- 
ards on the tanker and "saw the 
driver had jumped from the burning 
cab." He said "I started hollering 
for help and another operator got 
the CHP on the autopatch. I was 
able to tell them the condition of 
the driver, and that the asphalt 
leaking from the overturn was on 
fire. 


It could have been a pretty bad 
mess," Pete said. Franklin and 
other passing motorists pulled the 
badly cut and bruised 

driver away from the burning cab and 
asphalt. 


"When the CHP got there they wanted 
to know where I got my training,” 
Franklin said. "I told them that I 
had been taking RACES/ARES training. 
They were thankful that thre was 
someone on scene who could give them 


quick and accurate information. 
They said to say ‘thanks' to hams 
who can -- and do -- help," Franklin 


said. 


Franklin is a professional truck 
driver and a member of MDARC. The 
147.195 repeater is owned by Chris 
Huber, N6ICW. (The machine, inci- 
dently, utilizes a 30 second timer 
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during the commute just to deal with 
such incidents along the heavily 
travelled Interstate 80 and Highway 
50 corridor.)

Transmitter 
Hunt 


Transmitter hunts are held regularly 
in the South Bay by two groups. 
Most recently, a hunt was held in 
the Fremont area. Two hams form the 
club participated, Gary WD6DEZ and 
Richard WA5HQJ.

Scoring was based upon whoever had 
the shortest distance to the "Fox." 


What none of us knew was that the 
radiated power of the fox was only 
5 microwatts, and the transmitter 
was only 700 feet away. As we moved 
down the hill, the signal was harder 
to hear. The impression one got was 
that the transmitter was far away. 
Later the power was raised to 5 
watts. At that time, we were all at 
a substantial distance from the 
starting point and the impression 
one got was that the transmitter was 
now not far away.
